Law Governing Tax Colloclors,

The following act relating to returns of
tax colloctors was npproved by Governor
Hastings on July 8, 1807,

Hromox 1. Be it enacted &o., That the
tax collootors of the several boroughs
and townships of this commonwenlth
electod pursuant to the provisions of an
ack of sssembly, entitled “An aot 0 au-
tharlze the eloction of tax oollectors for
the torm of three yours in Lhe soveral
boroughs and townships of this common-
wanlth," approved June gth, A, D., 1893,
and all other tax colleotors of state, coun-
Ly, townuliip, road, school and borough
txes, slected or appolited by or under
exiithig law, aball heroafter make
monihly returns in writing to the several
persons to whom the tax collected by
suld tax vollpetor I by Jaw required to
be paid, showing the smounts eolleoted
by them durlog the precisding month,
and the nmount of uncollected taxes up-
ou thelr respective duplicates, or exhibit
tho duplicate showing tho sald uncollee-
fed tixes, at the ploso of edch month dur-
ing thelr rospective tarms of office, and
ehall pay over to tho persoos o whom
the sald taxes are made payable, the
nmount o collected by such tux eollec
tors, monthly, less the commission or
foos 1o which they are entitled for the col-
lootlon of the same: Provided, That in
tho oase of collectors of borough taxes,
they shall also be required to file with
the gounvlls of thely vospectlve Do lin
duplicate returns for tho xes sollested
monthly by them as aloresalid, and do-
